IN CRIMINAL SESSIONS. 


(Before Hia Houowr Mr Fielding Clarke, 
Pauisne Tradge, ) * 
Tuvaday, Dee. 23. 
THE -BECOND STREET MURDER— ACCUSED 
SENTHNOED TO DEATH. 

Tanny Li (42), bricklayer, was charged. 
with the murder of Tsnng Kam Ti (26). 
Mr Piillippo, instructed by Mr Mossop, 
appeared f@r the defence. The prisoner, 
on being asked to plead, admitted having 
killed tho man, but sait] ho did not intend 
todo so, The fallowing gentlemen wero 
then pror as a jury: Measra W. J. 
Greason, M. Reith, H.C. Kew, FE. Jones 
Hughes, C. F, Growsmann, Joba Olsen and 
R. T. Wright, 

The Acting Attorney Goneral (Hon. E. J, 
Ackroyd), in opening the case for tho 
prosecution, s id the prisoner and the 
murdered man lived as ludgera in the samo 
house in Second Street, Taipingshan, and it 
was alloged that on the 27th November, 
while Taang Kam Hi was sitting in the 
backyard washing somo vegetables, the 
prisoner, without saying o word, struck 
him on tho head with an azo inflicting o 
wound which terminated fatally a few 
ly urs afterwards, The prisover then ran 
away, but was arrested that night in 
Wanchai. 

A female witnesa in whose house both 
tho privoner and the deovased lived said 
(crussoxamined by Mr Phillippo) that hor 
haband had been in gaol for six or seven 
years, ‘The prisoner was a clananton of 
her husband. Short.y before the murder 
the witucss had Jer lege. burned by an 
accident whily lighting a kerosene lamp, 
Tho decoased, who was a fellow-villager of 
hers, several tinea came into hor ryum 
with medicine which ho had prepared, to 
bo spplicd to her Irga. The decensed did 
not apply it; her daughter did, The pri- 
soner looked after her on behalf of ‘er 
husband. He wns not pleased at deceased 

ving into her room, Ue never spoky to 
tor about it, Shehad never behaved her- 
sulf improperly with deceased. Ho was 
not in the habit of going into her room at 
night. ‘fhe prisoaer had ever charged her 
with misconducting heravif with the de- 
ceaged. She wags not aware that hore hud 
boon any quarrel between the prisoner wad 
the deceased. Sho had not given birth to 
any children ainco her husband had been 
in gaol, She burned somo old clothes in 
her room two days beforo the murder, 
That was not because sho had given birth 
to a child, but because ahe wished to apply 
the ashea to horlege. - 

Chang Fan (10), daughter of the provious 
witness, said that on the 27th Novembor 
ahe aaw tho prisoner hit the deceased on tha 
head with ahatchet whilo ho was aitting in 
the backyard washing cabbapes, Taere 
was no quatrelling bulween them. The 
prisoner faid down the hatchet and ran away 
after he had strock tha blow. 

Dz Atkinson said ‘feang Kam ‘Hi whon 
admitted to tho Civil Hospital was suffering 
from. compound fracture of the skull. 
The round was on the Wop and back of the 
head. He died about four hours afterwards 
without having recovered consciousness, It 
was a woued cridenfly inflicted with o sharp 
instroment. The batchet in Court-would 
produco such o wound. 

Inapector Mackia, who had charge of the 
cane, said on the case being reported he at

Kam Hi suffering froma severe wound in the 
head. .
